Bill Would Require Disclosure of Contributions 


Representative Greg Pitoniak has 
announced his co-sponsorship of legis- 
lation which would require insurance 
companies to tell policy holders how 
much they contributed to politicalcauses 
and where that money was directed. 

The legislation requires insurance 
companies to include political funding 
information on the bills that they send to 
their insured, but will not require disclo- 
sure of the position of the insurance 
company on a particular issue. Insur- 
ance companies are targeted because 
Michigan citizens are required to pur- 
chase certain forms of insurance and, 
Pitoniak believes, should know how 
dollars are used when they go to politi- 
cal causes. Other companies, such as 
utilities, Could be added to the list as 
discussions on the bill develop. 

The bill's primary sponsor, Repre- 
sentative Nick Ciaramitaro (D—Rose- 
ville), pointed out that insurance com- 
panies have already spent more than 


$600,000 in their effort to promote pas- 
Sage of the upcoming no-fault insur- 
ance referendum (P.A. 143, 1993). 
"|NSurance companies spent nearly 
$6 million in 1992 on the ill-fated Pro- 
posal D no-fault reform measure and 
those costs came directly out of rate- 
payers' pockets,” Pitoniak said. "In the 
long run, | don't see how the intent of the 
1992 referendum or the one coming up 
in November will be of help to anyone 
but the insurance industry. At the very 
least, ratepayers should be kept in- 
formed of these types of expenditures.” 
He added, "I want my constituents to 
remember that Michigan insurance com- 
panies had the highest profits in the 
Nation last year. It is frustrating to see 
the Governor and his colleagues con- 
tinue to push for a modest six-month 
rate cut; a major, permanent reduction 
in coverage; and a permanent increase 
in insurance industry profits, all at the 
expense of the insurance consumer."

Regarding the October 6 article concern- 
ing Financial Consequences of Failure 
To Negotiate Settlement: 

Despite his academic credentials, 
Dr. Seth Hirshorn cannot see beyond 
his pocketbook when paid by EDS to 
analyze the financial alternatives forthe 
City of Romulus. Does he look out of his 
Ann Arbor window daily to see toxic 
waste pumped into the ground next to 
his home? Where does he consider the 
financial consequences of a toxic facil- 
ity on property values and the health of 
residents? Where does he consider the 
alternative that EDS should realize it is 
not appropriate to import toxic waste 
from Canada andother states and pump 
it into the Great Lakes Basin, and drop 
their scheme? 

It is not unusual in this decade for 
many cities similar to Romulus to have 
financial difficulties. Companies such 
as EDS specifically target such com- 
munities as hostages to their high-profit 
projects, which ultimately place the true 
cost of disposal on the community. Leg- 
islation has been proposed but defeated 
at the State level to provide some fund- 
ing for communities to defend them- 
selves from such actions. 

A proposed toxic facility has the 
same effect on a community as a gang 
moving into the neighborhood. It costs 
millions merely to defend the citizens, to 
maintain property values and personal 
Safety, with no net gain. It is not an 
option, however, to accept the gang's 
drug money, and the same is true with 
environmental crimes. The actof accept- 
ing money from the company, whether 
by a municipality or a university profes- 





sor, makes one an accessory to the 
crime.

Resident Asks Mayor, 


Council To Obey the Law 


Dear Editor: 

On Monday, October 10, | spoke at 
the Romulus City Council meeting; | 
asked the Mayor and members of Coun- 
cil to follow the City Charter and the 
Michigan Uniform Budgeting and Ac- 
counting Act in managing our tax dollars. 

It's asimple matter really: the public 
has a right to know what our tax dollars 
are being spenton. Thisis done through 
the budget, a public document which is 
supposed to properly reflect the state of 
our City's financial affairs and serve as 
a plan for spending of public money for 
the coming fiscal year. For our City 


government to be spending large: 


amounts of our tax dollars on a matter 
which was allocated no money at all in 
our City Budget is wrong. Dead Wrong! 


"Contracted Attorney's Fees" is the 
fund from which attorneys’ fees and 
other legal expenses relatedto the Deep 
Well Litigation are paid. In the budget 
hearings last spring, the Mayor and City 
Council appropriated a grand total of $0 
— nothing, nada, zip — for the Deep Well 
Litigation after July 1, 1994, the begin- 
ning of the 1994/1995 fiscal year. By the 
time the Budget for FY94/95 was 
adopted, the City had already spent 
nearly a quarter of amillion dollars on its 
lawsuit, with no end in sight. What did 
they expect to happenon July 1—forthe 
Deep Well Litigation to disappear? Obvi- 
Ously not. 

The whole budget process is a pub- 
lic process. From public hearings to 
adoption of the final budget, the finan- 
Cial affairs of this City are supposed to 
be an open matter. For the Administra- 
tion and Council to refuse to publicly 
admit an expense and then go on to 
spend tax dollars on that item runs 
against not only the City Charter and

Hail to Lennon and Marx! 


The tiny province of Abkhazia has 
found a way to poke fun at its former 
Russian occupiers, and has created 
what many collectors consider to be the 
most clever commemorative postage 
stamps ever issued. As their first official 
stamp release, postal authorities in this 
break-away province have just issued 
two legal tender postage stamps com- 
memorating a Lenin and Marx not gen- 
erally associated with Russian history, 
but rather with peace and laughter — 
John Lennon and Groucho Marx. 

"The Russians are obviously send- 
ing a message to the world to 'Give 
Peace A Chance,’ remarked John Van 
Emden of The International Collectors 
Society in Owings Mills, Maryland, the 
distributor of these stamps worldwide. 
"Little did they knowthatthey'vecreated 
one of the hottest collectibles around." 

The colorful stamps, which depict a 
Smiling John Lennon and Groucho Mar 
Surrounded by icons of peace and love, 
are legal for postage in Abkhazia and 
have been issued in a Limited Edition of 
just ten thousand sets worldwide. 

"When you compare that to U.S. 
commemorative stamps such as Elvis 
Presley and Buddy Holly, where hun-

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dreds of millions are printed, you can 
see the irresistible appeal that these 
stamps will have to Lennon fans, Marx 
fans, and stamp collectors," added Van 
Emden. 

Each of the stamps is about four 
times the size of aregular U.S. postage 
stamp, and is set within a large and 
colorful souvenir sheet. Each stamp. 
has a face value of 500 rubles. 

"The souvenir sheet is really quite 
stunning, with rather remarkable art- 
work. Collectors are seeking them out 
because of the clever subject matter, 
their rarity, and because they are the 
first issue from this emerging nation,” 
he continued. 

They are available 
for a short time at their original issue 
price of $8.72 (plus $3 postage and 
handling) for the set which is accompa- 
nied by a numbered Certificate of Au- 
thenticity. You'll also get two free pocket 
guides containing little-known facts 
about John Lennon and Groucho Marx.

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Bill To Establish Leave Programs 


Legislation aimed at encouraging 
businesses to establish family leave 
programs and assisting those which 
already have them by providing a tax 
credit was recently introduced in the 
House by Representative Greg Pitoniak. 

HG 5838, which would apply to 
small businesses of 50 or fewer employ- 
ees, is designed to benefit those com- 
panies that do not fall under the provi- 
sions of the Federal Family and Medical 
Leave Act of 1993, Pitoniak said, Family 
leave programs are designed to assist 
employees so that they can be home 
with childrenor elderly dependents with- 
out fear of losing their jobs. 

"We have a number of programs 
which benefit larger businesses, but | 
hope my legislation will assist smaller 
ones which are often left behind," 
Pitoniak said. "As more and more fami- 
lies take on the responsibility of provid- 
ing for their loved ones at home, which 
is more often less costly than care ata 
private facility, we should be doing what- 
ever we Can to assist them. By encour- 
aging family leave programs, we are not 
only opening up employment possibili- 
ties for those who have responsibilities 
at home, but encouraging small busi- 
nesses to participate in what is becom- 
ing a virtual necessity in order to keep 
up with the practices of society."
